Everywhere in Australia and New Guinea men are 
still training, for, veteran or recruit, the Australian 
soldier never ceases to learn new moves in the art of war. 

I have just visited one of the loveliest areas of this country 
whore there are men who have still to fight their first action and 
with them veterans of campaigns who translate all their earlier 
experience into lectures ond realistic demonstrations. 

WHEN It is considered Uiat 
for four and a tisUI years 
their daily life was based on
